Details: The book this year was 9x12 inches. The cover is 
a 4-Color litho with a Wolfgrain applied. Inside, the end 
sheets are printed on Classic White paper. There are 21 
different fonts used throughout the book. 


Production: Our dedicated student staff designed layouts 
and worked on five DELL computers using Adobe 
PageMaker 6.5 to make the pages of the yearbook. These 
tasks are not as simple as they may seem and require months 
of hard work to complete.

This 
years staff included the two editors-in-chief, two section 
editors, and a business manager.
